and completely remitted than during 
the present fiscal year," State Comp- 
troller Travis announced tonight. Less 
than 5205,000 remains unpaid, the 
comptroller reported, anJ this situa- 
tion he considers remarkable as the 
delinquent amount in 1915 exceeded 
one and three-quarter million dollars. 


The levying of th= state's direct fai 


tor sinking fund rt-quirerr-ents is man- 
datory under the cjnstilution, and in 
voting for the issue of bends, the peo- 
ple of the state themselves pledged to 
pay a direct tax each year until these 
bonds are redeemed. This additional 
burden is not oppressive when the tax- 
payer considers the advantages de- 
rived from the magniScent public en- 
terprises. such as canals, highways, 
forest preserve, etc., which, are the 
reasons for an occasional return to 
this form of taxation. In other words, 
he has paid less than 11 cents on every 
5100 of valuation, for the purpose of 
redeeming the bonds his vote author- 
ized the state to issue in order to pay 
for these improvements.

The story of this "unknown soldier" 


is unquestionably the story of thous- 
ands of other French heroes in the ear- 
ly days of the war before means of 
identification of the dead bad been es- 
tablished and -when regiments -were 
hurriedly formed, thrown- into action 
and decimated before a soldier knew 
the name of the comrade fighting at 
his side. 


Story of Heroism. 


The only difference Is that this "on- 


known soldier" "received a citation for 
his life's sacrifice and the others did 


This is the story: 
" *"~~ 


On August 20. 1914. during the fore- 


noon, the First battalion of the Seven- 
ty-ninth regiment of infantry, -which 
had been decimated at Morhange. was 
hastily reformed in the vicinity of 
Bosieeres-Anx-Salines from a contin- 
gent of reserves which had been 
rushed up. 


That evening before the original 


members of the battalion had had time 
even to get acquainted with their new 
coinraues, the battalion was engaged 
by the Germans in a violent surprise 
attack on the heights of the farm of 
Saint-Eypre, near Luneville. 


About five in the afternoon the ad- 


vanced line of the battalion took shel= 
ter back of a little riCge, which pro- 
tected It from the Germans, who were 
only 1GO yards ahead. A veritable 
storm, both of rifle and artillery fire, 
whistled constantly over the heads of 
the sheltered French battalion. 


Siicitlen'y, from ont of the ranks of 


the Third company, an •unknown re- 
servist, who had just arrived that 
morning, leape'l to the summit of the 
little ridge under \vhich tie battalion 
was resting. 


Dropping to his knees, with a pipe 


hanging from his month, he besan 
tranquilly to ere shot after shot into 
the ranks of the Germans, -just 100 
yards ahead. 


Consternation reigned in the racks 


of the First bait.'.hon of the Seventy- 
ninth. Then, the officers recovering 
from their surpr:?e. loudly ordered the 
man back into ranks- 


Refused to Save Self. 


But the laticr. v. ithout ceasing for 


an instant his firing and without even 
dropping h:s pipe from his month, bel- 
lowed back: 


"Leave me alone. I'm an expert 


tn.Tr'-c^jnnn tird I wnr.t tn do something 
for my cf>!:niry while I have such a 
£nf chance to do it." 


From tne very first instcr.t of his ap- 


pearance oa the summit of the ridge the 
riSe Sre of the entire regiment of 
Ger- 


mms was centered on him. Tet for a 
full Sv« m-autes he continued tran- 
quilly to fire with snre aim into their 
ranks before he finally fell riddled 
with bullets, the stock of his riSe shat- 
tered Into splinters and his p!pe 
knocked from h:s mouth as he rolled 
over on the ground. 


A moment afterward, the SeveritT- 


ninrh leaped again to the assault and 
drove the Germans down the ridgs. 


That night the Se^esry-ciath bnrled 


their hero on the summit of the ridge 
where he hnrl fallen. There was noth- 
ing abitjt hi« person to indicate his 
identity. His deed of heroism was sig- 
naled to the ministry of war. The min- 
istry of wnr did everything in Its pow- 
er to identify the soldier. bPt •without 
resclts. Unwilling that the sacrifice 
should go unrecorded, the citation was 
grncteu in the name of "Aa 
Soldier."
